What is claimed is: 

A cleaning attachment for converting k cleaning

implement to a mop, comprising a flexible cover having 
an inner surface and an outer surfiace, said cover 
having end sections interconnecteSd by a central 
section, fastening structure fc>r securing said end 
sections together whereby saia cover may be placed 
around a cleaning head of the cleaning implement to 
form an enclosure around thfe cleaning head with said 
inner surface/of said cov /r d isposed toward „the 
implement and said central section disposed below the 
bottom of the cleaning /head, ^4nd reusable mounting 
structure on said out^er surface of said cover at said 
centr al sect ipxt to detachably mount a detached wipe to 
said outer surface ybelow the cleaning head to convert 
the cleaning implement to a mop and to detachably 
remove the wipe alfter use whereby a different wipe may 
be selectively ^ftounted to said outer surface of said 
central sectioi 

The attachment of claim 1 wherein said reusable 
mounting structure comprises hook members. 
The attachmmit of claim 2 in combination ^th_a_jAa 
and said wLpe having loop structure to be engaged by 
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\^4. The combination of claim 3 wherein said wipe /£s made of 
needle punched material. 


The attachment of claim 1 in combination/with sets of 
wet and dry wipes. 

The attachment of claim 1 wherein or/e of said end 
sections is provided with a pair pf spaced flaps for 
bending overpthe broom\head, sa/d fastening structure 


being on one of said inner surface and said outer 
surface of said flaps and being on the other of said 
inner surface and said oi^er surface of the other end 
section. 

The attachment of clqdm 6 wherein said central section 
is flat. 

The attachment of claim 7 in combination with a 
cleaning implentent having a cleaning head and a handle, 
and said attacchment being wrapped around said head. 
The combinattion of claim 8 wherein said cleaning 


implement? is a plastic bristled broom having its 
bristled cut at an angle. 

The oombination of claim 8 wherein said cleaning 
implement is a sponge mop. 

ie combination of ch^m 8 wherein said cleaning 
implement is a lar^p^l^industrial/institutional^^^^ 
12. The combrnation of claim 8 wherein portions of said end 
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sections are folded against said central section 
whereby said central section is of an area larger than 



the area at the bottom of saad cleaning head. 
^13. The combination of claim 8 wlierein said attachment 

forms an open sided cover arpund said cleaning head, 

14. The combination of claim 8 wherein said attachment is 
of bag form and forms a eloped enclosure around said 
cleaning head. 

15. The combination of claim lA wherein said bag structure 
is closed by a twist tie/around said handle directly 
above said cleaning head, and said twist tie comprising 
said fastening structure. 

16. The attachment of claim 1 wherein said cover is of bag 
form having side wal]/s interconnecting said end 
sections . 

The attachment of claim 16 including a cleaning 
composition impregnated into said cover, 
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18. The attachment of /claim 1 wherein each of said end 

sections includes^ a fold portion folded against said 
central section /:o extend the effective size) of said 


central section/. 

19. The attachment/ of claim 1 wherein said cover is 
impregnated with a cleaning composition, 

20. The attachmenrt of claim 1 in combination with a wipe 
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and said wipe being impregnated with a cleaning 
compo^^ion. 


21. A method of converting a/cleaning implement to a mop 
comprising providing a cleaning implement having a 
handle secured to a cleaning head, providing a flexible 
cover having a pair of /end sections interconnected by a 
central section, folding the cover around the cleaning 
head with the end sections located along side the 
cleaning head and with the central section located 
below the cleaning /head, fastening the end sections 
together to form ^^^^il^losure around the cleaning head, 
and detachably attaching a detached wipe to reusable 
mounting strucyure~~on ^the outer surf ac'^ at ^he exposed 
bottom^ of the [cqnt/k^ section. 

22. The method of Ic/L/im 2>-whr6rein the cleaning implement 
is a broom. 

23. The method of /claim 21 wherein the cleaning implement 


is a mop. 

24. A kit for converting a broom to a mop comprising a set 
of dry wipes and a set of wet wipes and an attachment, 
said attachitient comprising a flexible cover having end 
sections interconnected by a central section, fastening 
structure /for securing said end sections together to 
create an/ enclosure around a broom head, said central 
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section being of fla^ form and having an exposed outer 
surface, reusable mounting structure on said outer 


surface of sai;i^entral section, and said wipes 
including co/ind/^ei^tary mounting structure for 
selective a/bc^hment to and detachment from said 
reusable m<^unting structure of said central section. 
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
